ASIDE from the absolute perfec- 
• fectiou of God, the term "per- 
fection," as used in the Scrip- 
tures in its application to human be-, 
iiigs, has three distinct meanings. 
Much of the difficulty in. understand- 
ing the doctrine of Cliristan perfec- 
tion arises from a confusion of these 
three significations. 

There was the perfection of the par- 
adise of Eden. Adam came forth from 
the hand of the Creator complete in 
his physical organism, in his mental 
structure, in the enthronement of his 
moral sense, in the harmony and bal- 
ance of- all- his faculties. He was as 
perfect as his all-wise Creator could 
make him. His lack of experience, 
in the very nature of the case of a 
being just called from nothingness, 
must be supplied by himself, and not 
by his Maker. 

There was no original tendency to 
sin, no secret spring coiled up in his 
nature moving him to step over the 
fiery boundary between right and 
wrong, and. no fatal weakness of his 
mora! nature which must inevitably 
break down under the pressure of 
temptation. We must, moreover, 
suppose that, as his affections were 
perfect, they were fixed upon God, 
their proper object, thus leaving the 
soul not in a state of even balance 
between sin and Holiness, but with a 
slrong, upward tendency. 

Is sin possible 10 such an intelli- 
gence? Apart from actual tempta- 
tion it was possible for a perfect 
Adam, by reason of his very human- 
ity to miss his way. The limitation 
of his knowledge made faith a neces- 
sity. But there was no inbred defeat, 
no downward inclination, no darken- 
ing of tlu- moral sense, and no in- 
firmity of the will in the direction of 
righteousness. 

Adam was adapted to the law of 
perfect obedience. This law he might 
have perfectly fulfilled. 

That is Aclamic perfection; but 
since sin marred the image of God in 
man. the perfection disappeared with 
the paradise in which it was found. 

Then there is the perfection of the 
paradise above. We Ict.k back with 
regret upon a' perfection losi by rea- 
son of the flaming sword at the gate 
of a lost Eden ; yet wc look forward 
with hope toward anoiher perfection 
in the glorified state after the resur- 
rection of the righteous dead. 

Towards (bis ail mir hniiest aspira- 
tions rise. "Ililoved. r.r.u are \vc (lie 
sons of God, and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we know 
that when lie .shall appear we shall 
be like iliin, for wc shall see Him 
as He is." Then will the brightest 
ideals cf perfection which our imag- 
inations are capable of forming be 
fully rea'i ,td. For we can- imagine 
nothing more excellent than the Son 
of Alan in Ifis glory, wearing the 
diadem of universal dominion, and 
adored by all the uufalkn and all the 
redemed intelligences, rank above 
rank, who veil their faces before His 



glorious throne tn Heaven. " 

The third 'perfection isobar of the' 
paradise of love. Perfect love is the 
sum of a]l duties, the bond which 
binds all the virtues into 'unity.' '■ 

As we stand midway between the 
perfect estate of paradise lost and the 
perfect estate of ■ paradise regained, 
regretting the one and aspiring to the 
other, but excluded so long as we are 
in the flesh, our gracious God, through 
the mediation of Christ, commissions 
the Holy Ghost to come down and 
open the gates of a new paradise of 
love made perfect, love casting out 
■all- fear, love fully shed abroad in tj'ur 
hearts. 

Love is the fulfilling of the law. To 
fulfil is perfectly to keep, not the old 
law, but the law of Christ. This law 
is graciously adapted to our dimin- 
ished moral capacity, dwarfed and 
crippled by original and actual sin. 

All there is left of us after sin 
has spread its blight may be filled 
with the fulness of God. Every fac- 
ulty may be energized, every capacity 
be filled, and every particle and fibre 
of the being be pervaded with the 
love of Christ. Extreme critics may 
criticize the term, and say that per- 
fection eaimot be claimed for any 
human being, and some advocates of 
Entire Sanctifiention mrty unwisely 
substitute other terms supposed to be 
less offensive, such as "the higher 
life," "the rest of faith," and "full 
trust." but it will be found that they 
all fail to convey the exact and defi- 
nite idea of the word "perfection" 
which the Holy Ghost teaches. 

The term "perfection" is the best 
word in the English language for ex- 
pressing that state of spiritual whole- 
ness into which the soul has enlered 
when the last inward foe is conquer- 
ed, and every part of the nature is 
filled with love,- and every energy is 
employed in the' delightful service of 
the Saviour, and the soul is "dead 
indeed unto sun." 

Early in divine revelation we find 
God pointing to this slate, saying to 
Abraham, "Walk before Me, and be 
thou perfect"; and 10 Moses. "Thou 
shalt be perfect with the Lord thy 
God." In many other places the 
same Hebrew word is used in describ- 
ing character, but three times it is 
translated by "sincerely" or "in sin- 
cerity," twelve limes by "upright" and 
"uprightly," once by "undcfiled.'" as 
"Rlessed arc the undcfiled (perfect) 
in the way," and once by "sound" — 
"Let my heart be sound (perfect) in 
thy statutes." Forty-five' limes the 
Israelites are commanded to bring 
sacrifices without "blemish 1 ': and ev- 
ery time the word intended is "per- 
fect," God thus teaching by impres- 
sive symbols that the heart of the of- 
ferer must be perfect before God. 

This perfection is not on a level 
with man's natural powers, but is the 
work of the Sanctifier through the 
mediation and Blood of Jesus, who 
"by one offering hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified."

God to mankind as revealed in the 
life of His Son, Jesus Christ. 

Tn its onward march The Army has 
entered this needy continent on three 
different sides. Some thirty years 
,igo it started its attack, with hut a 
small force, in Ihe southernmost pans 
of Africa. (Sec story 011 page 14.) 

More recently the continent was 
entered at Kenya, East Africa, with 
Nairobi as starting-point. 

Another invasion was commenced 
less than two years ago from the 
western side, in the Protectorate of 
Nigeria, which has a population of 
some eighteen million people, the 
great majority of whom are still pa- 
gans, of the most pitiable type. The 
port of entranee to this region was 
Lagos, on what is generally known 
as the "slave-coast." 
' So in reality one of the chief places 
of (he slave traffic has now become 
the Headquarters of the Salvation 
Army. It was indeed gratifying to 
find that almost the very spot on 



which the great slave market was 
lirld not so very long ago, is now one 
of our most effective Open-air stands 
in Lagos. Just there I had the joy of 
leading some fifty penitent seekers to 
Christ on the occasion of my visit. 

I also had an opportunity of calling 
upon the native Prince FJeko of 
Lagos, whose 'grandfather ceded the 
island to the .British in r86i. The 
Prince, who was most gracious, as 
well as interested in all we told him 
of the Salvation Army, expressed his 
pleasure, and promised to do all in his 
power to facilitate our work. Afic - 
bavii'g prayed for the Prince and his 
people. I was requested to convey bis 
greetings to the Genrral, and was 
given the assurance (hat we had that 
day won another friend for The 
Army. 

In conjunction with Licut.-Coloncl 
Souter. the Territorial Leader for 
West Africa,. I visited each of the 
centres and every Outpost at which 
The Army is at work. I wis d"lis1tt- 
. cd to find how readily the people lis- 
ten to the story of the Cross, and 
how gladly they accept ihe ministra- 
tions in different ways of our Offi- 
cers in matters spiritual as well a~ 
physical. The crowded Open-air 
gatherings and the well-attended in- 
door Meetings, not to mention the 
splendid results in Salvation -•■ mid 
heart reformation, arc indeed sure 
evidences that The Army i« just th,' 
thing to arrest the attention and to 
impress the mind of the Nigerian. 

We travelled some two hundred 
miles inland to the most distant Corp*, 
visiting various places on the way. 
We saw some of the most flagrant 
heathenism and appalling customs and 
performances amongst the people. 

At Oje T met a man who has sac- 
rificed the little toes from each of his 
feet to heathen gods, so sincere was 
his search after light. Through the 
efforts of our Officers this same man 
has recently been led to Christ the 
true Light.' and he will shortly be 
enrolled as a Soldier. 

In the night Meeting at Oje I pub- 
licly accepted two young men as Sol- 
diers. They wished to have Christian 
names given to them on the occas- 
sion, therefore I called the oiie'Pctcr 
and the other John, believing that, 
as in the case of our Lord's first two 
disciples, they will become useful 
apostles amongst their own people. 

Quite near to the Quarters .where 
our Officers live there is a heathen 
compound, which we visited. In this 
place resides a typical pagan and 
worshipper of idols. ITc seemed glad 
of an opportunity to show his many 
gods made of mud and stone, which 
were arrayed in one corner of his 
room. Asked as to the meaning of 
these idols the poor fellow was quite 
unable to give an explanation, except 
dial they were all traditional.

Our War of Peace 

King George has a remarkable 
gift for expressing himself forcibly 
on great issues at opportune mom- 
ents, says a writer in the British 
"War Cry," His Majesty lias just 
declared in a message that "ill com- 
mand the attention, if not sway the 
feeling, of all that 'the only warfare 
worth waging is against those evils 
which have throughout history 
brought irpon the nations the hor- 
ror of another -war." These are 
noble words, and I hey arc uttered 
at a time when thoughtful people 
are. seriously concerned lest the 
war ehuids already breaking in the 
Near Mast should spread. The 
King's affirmation will call forth an 
echo in the hearts of all Salvation- 
ists- whether they live under the 
favored flag of His Majesty's Em- 
pire, or whether they owe allegi- 
ance to other flags. For Soldiers of 
the Salvation Army constitute a 
force that is without a rival as an 
organization for world peace. They 
fly the only international Flag, with 
the solitary exception of the Red 
Cross which is purely an emblem 
of protection and not, like the 
Army's, a standard that speaks for 
active principles. That those are 
right principles was demonstrated 
to the world in striking fashion dur- 
ing the late war, when, despite the 
most bitter hatred' engendered be- 
tween the combatants, the Soldiers 
of Salvation, who were reluctantly 
engaged on all fronts, continued 
loyal to the Blood-and-Fire Banner 
and unbroken in their affection for 
each other. King George's pro- 
uomicemcnt is a powerful endorse- 
ment of the Army's % programme: 
for are not our sanctified Soldiers 
at all times and in every land wag- 
ing a holy warfare against those 
evils which not only create enmity 
between man and man. but maintain 
that more terrible enmity between 
man and God? The way to realize 
the purpose which His Majesty has 
so grandly advocated is to advance 
I he Salvation War so quickly and 
sn far thnt there will be no place 
for any other kind of war. In 
Christ's name wc will march for- 
ward!

THFRE are striking similarities 
between people and g-i"iss. "Oh. 
yes." you say, "all flesh is 
;;ra>s. . . . People grow up. but arc soon 
cm down and wither away.'" Human 
life certainly lasts but for a short 
season. There assuredly is a reaper 
whose name is Death, but that is not 
the whole story of the grass. The 
grass, while it teaches the brevity of 
life, teaches also that life may be 
made very hcautifu! and touch real 
blessedness. Grass is not the worth- 
less, empty, fading thing some people 
lake it to be: nor need human life 
be, either. 

Examine the variety of grass in 
any given field: there is scarcely 
more diversity in a crowd of human 
beings. Sec how the grass is be- 
strewn with flowers, not only with 
the clover and other blossoms half 
hidden in the bottom, but with Rowers 
waving at the top of the taller grasses, 
so fragrant and so sweet as to attract 
the bees.. A field of grass is as won- 
derful as anything else God has 
made. As if God wished to teach 
man immortal lessons in the carpet 
He spreads for his feet. 

Take a single blade and examine it 
carefully. The finest ribbon offered 
for sale in the shops of a city is not 
to be compared with it for quality 
oftextnre or beauty. How graceful- 
ly the tall grasses carry themselves! 
If they were palm-trees they could 
not be more stately. And all this 
beauty is given to the grass to be 
cut down for cattle, and through 
them to serve man. If God has 
honored the lowly grass with so 
much beauty, surely He must have 
lender thought* loward the men 
who mow the grass. 

Power of adaptation 

"If God so clothe tile grass of the 
field." said Jesus to the people one 
Spring-lime, ''which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
He not much more clothe you ?" God 
has indeed put care into the clothing 
of the grass, which is being cut down 
to-day and to-morrow will be baked 
in the sun. 

In its early days each spear-like 
blade was fitted to force itself 
through the hard soil. As it grew it 
was stiffened with a flint-like coat- 
ing, so that it conld hold its own 
against the wind. God has given to 
every blade of grass wonderful 
strength and power of adaptation 
to circumstances, so that it can live 
and do its appointed work. And 
people, lowly and weak though they 
may be. are equally cared for if only 
they put their trust in "God. 

The grass itself ministers to the 
welfare of man, not only furnishing 
herbage or fodder for cattle, hut pro- 
viding through them for man. But 
for the sheep and the cattle of the pas- 
tures where would much of our food 



supply come from? Of other grasses 
—■flax for instance — our garments arc 
made. Thus we are dependent on the 
lowliest of the green herbs. Grass is 
more than a symbol of life. It is not 
only figuratively but literally irtte that 
flesh is grass. The mowing of a hay- 
field, quite as much as the reaping of 
the corn harvest, is a lesson in the 
unfailing care of God, 

Would that the people, who are 
thus cared for hy God, fulfilled their 
lives as faithfully as the grass! How 
quickly the grass covers unsightly 
places with verdure, healing, so to 
speak, the hideous scars made by 
catastrophes of nature or hy the act 
of man! With what persistence the 
grass holds on its way, no. matter 
what ill-treatment it receives; and 
when it is cut down it gives up its 
life for the gain of others. Too many 
people, alas! live lives not at all 
comparable to the life of the grass. 
Wonderful possibilities 

Then there is grass and grass — 
grass of the lower order and grass 01 
the higher order. It may appear in 
the form of the fruitful car. the 
highly organized seed which provides 
food for man; for oats, wheat, rice 
and maize arc the products of cue 
grasses. Ves, and there are wonder- 
ful possibilities in human life under 
the culture of the hand of God: He 
can convert human, sinful lives, giv- 
ing them new birth and introducing 
them into a higher order of holy and 
sanctified existence. F.vcry human 
being may experience this change, if 
only he will respond to God. 

How wonderful the process by 
which men through the centuries' 
have been able to convert wild, rank 
growths into succulent and nutritious 
foods! More miraculous is the work 
of God in a sinner's soul. Whatever 
the wilderness of an unregencrate 
nature, whatever the uselessncss of 
a sinner's past career. He can change 
all this if only full surrender be 

made to Him, Rank and worthless 
crops of sin may be replaced by 
harvest of good. 

But the secret of utility, whether 
among people or grasses, is full sur- 
render. It is the grass withered in 
the hayficlcl that -feeds the horses and 
the cattle. It is the threshed-out 
seed of the reaped sheaves of corn, 
milled and baked into bread, which 
provides food for the table. The flax 
■ t with its bright flowers, is only use- 
ful to men when it has faded into a 
dry. brown stem, and rotted sufficient- 
ly to be separated into fibres. There 
is no other way of doing good but by 
sacrifice and f till consecration to the 
wiltof God. Human life, at its high- 
est, like the grass, needs to be -fully 
and completely given up to fulfil the 
purpose which God intends.

NO OPEN SUNDAY 



DID it ever occur to you that 
there are a great many people 
using furnaces that could well 
a (lord to pay some expert a good 
round sum to tell them what costly 
mistakes they are making? The coal 
that is wasted by people who do not 
know how to operate a furnace would 
keep many poor families throughout 
the winter and it would also enable 
many families who find difficulty in 
paying for it to live more comfort- 
ably. The following interesting ac- 
count of one serious trouble in many 
instaiices was written by a prominent 
furnace manufacturer who has 
"grown up among furnaces ' and who 
quite evidently knows them and their 
troubles. Read it and see if it will 
help you to reduce your fuel bill and 
get more satisfaction from your fur- 
nace. The writer says: 

"I believe that much money is wast- 
ed and much work is caused by in- * 
efficient furnaces in Canada. 1 don't 
know how much, but as far as money 
is concerned, millions of dollars a 
year. And usually adequate results 
are not secured where such waste oc- 
curs. What the total bill is. includ- 
ing doctors' hills, cough remedies, 
lowered vitality, fro/.cn pipes, and un- 
necessary waste, I don't know, and 
can't find out: but one of my neigh- 
bors gets more than his share ! 

"Generally speaking, it isn't the 
fault of the furnaces at all. It's up 
to somebody else. AYho? .Sometimes 
the fellow who runs the furnace. 
Sometimes the fellow who refused to 
pay enough for a proper installation 
in the first place. Very often the 
chimney. Many times a number of 
little things conspire 1.0 spell it all. 

"Often, when I'm visiting some 
friend he'll lell me of a trouble of 
this kind. And as I've grown up 
among furnaces. 1 can usually put 
him straight. I'm writing this on the 
off chance that I can do as much for 
you. 

"I've he&rd people say, 'My furnace 
has a poor draught.' Certainly ! It 
hasn't any at all. Every furnace 
must be connected with a chimney 
sufficiently large to supply the draught 
and in good shape to do it. If there 
isn't adequate draft, about half the 
coal you put into the furnace might

"The flue must not be less than 8 
inches square or 8 inches in diameter . 
Most smaller chimneys arc no good 
find if your home is bigger than tin- 
usual eight-room, type, yd.i must have 
a bigger chimney than the S inches. 
I know many a Canadian home that 
would be better off with a slightly big- 
ger chimney, even if it meant a slight- 
ly bigger mortgage. ■ 

"If you arc having trouble, slip 
down the cellar right now and sec if 
your furnace, has a Hue all to itself. 
A flue that is trying to do two jobs 
and failing is the cause of much of 
lhe trouble experienced. It can't be 
done unless a clever heating inan lias 
arranged it for two furnaces, side by 
side. I bought a house once. After 
I bought it. 1 said to the previous 
owner: "What's the matter with that 
house?" He smiled cheerfully at me 
and said that the furnace was no 
good. Now it didn't happen to be 
one of those excellent furnaces that 
carry my surname on the door, but it 
was a good furnace all the same, and 
big enough for the house. So I didn't 
worry. ' 1 borrowed my wife's hand 
mirror and a neighbor's electric flash 
light and a soap box, pulled the smoke 
pipe out of the flue and by means of 
the flashlight and mirror looked up at 
it without taking chances 011 soot — 
and there was three years of trouble 
for the fellow that built the bouse! 
There were three other openings in 
that chimney; two ventilating ducts 
and a room grate. Tlie victim had 
wasted half his coal, stayed cold, and 
blamed a perfectly goad furnace. Re- 
member, a furnace just must have a 
flue to itself. There may be two 
flues, or more, in the same chimney, 
and that's all right, but there isn't 
anything more exclusive than a fur- 
nace with respect to its own little flue. 
"Bv the way — if you- have trouble, 
and your furnace has a flue to itseH- 
make sure that there is no connection 
down at the bottom between this flue 
and another one right nest to it. so 
the builder saved a elcanout frame 
and door. If he did, you could afford 
to give him one a week rather than 
to leave it. Close up the opening be- 
tween the flues. Hive a chimney 
sweep a job once a year." 



SWEDISH WOMEN VOTE DRY 

In the recent plebiscite on Prohi- 
bition in Sweden, the women gave an 
overwhelmingly dry majority, the vote 
being 500,000 dry to 353.000 wet. This 
dry majority, however, was overcome 
bv' a wet majority east by the men, 
their vote standing 585,000 wet to 
400,000 dry 

The women's vote reveals the rea- 
son for the liquor interests' opposi- 
tion to woman suffrage. In this par- 
ticular instance the vote shows why 
the Swedish liquor interests insisted 
upon- a separate vote by the men and 
women. They gave notice in advance 
that if Prohibition carried by the 
women's vote they would insist that 
their vote be ignored. These wet 
leaders seemed lo take it for granted 
that the women would vote dry. 

Swedish women will have a vote 
in the election of the next-Parliament 
and their ballot on the Prohibition 
issue indicates that wet candidates 
for Parliament may expect very little 
help from them. 



CATCHING TURTLES 



Green sea-turtles, the raw material 
for turtle soup and tortoiseshell eye- 
glasses, are caught in ihc Gulf of 
Lower California, where they abound, 
by stretehing strong rope nets of 
ninelecn-inch mesh across the mouths 
of small lagoons just as the tide starts 
to go out. The turtles drift in with 
the tide, and as it ebbs I hey arc en- 
tangled in the nets, says the "Popu- 
lar Science Monthly." 

From the nets small fishing vessels 
carry them to a larger, specially con- 
structed vessel lying further . out at 
sea, where the turtles arc placed 011 
their backs on- racks, to lie helpless 
until they reach the cannery. Here 
they arc placed in shallow pens that 
1,-ecp them fresh until needed. 

One of the principal canneries 
slaughters about two tons every day. 
The size and weight of the turtles is 
so great that overhead conveyors, in 
dined runways and similar equip- 
ment is necessary for handling the 
carcasses/ 



DUTY OF PARENTS 

Lack of home training is ascribed 
by many as the cause of juvenile de- 
linquency. The remedy they suggest 
is more punishment. In an editorial 
011 this subject, the Toronto "Globe" 
has the following to say: 

"What is needed is a recognition 
that the care and Instruction of chil- 
dren are the most important parts or 
the parent's duty. When that duty is 
recognized and acted upon with intel- 
ligence, corporal punishment is sel- 
dom required. It is medicine, not 
food, and no intelligent parent is 
found constantly dosing children with 
medicine. 

"Violent punishment is sometimes 
the result, not of couscicntous recog- 
nition of duty, but of laziness and bad 
temper. The child is sometimes pun- 
ished, not because he has committed 
some flagrant offense, but because he 
has caused annoyance, loss or incon- 
venience to his elders. Punishment 
should tie inflicted in such a way that 
the child will be taught to distinguish 
between serious faults and mere 
thoughtlessness or exuberance. But 
the main thing is that the education 
of the child, the development of its 
intellect and conscience, shall he con- 
stantly in the mind of its guardians. 

"Children are unconsciously influ- 
enced by the conversation and conduct 
of their elders. If they see rudeness 
and bad temper in the home they will 
imitate it. 1 f the conversation of 
ciders is spiteful, frivolous, showing 
lack of regard for honesty and gener- 
osity, the character of the children 
will be warped in the same way." 

NO DRINKERS WANTED 

Mr. Henry Ford, employer of 
eighlv-fivc thousand men, has issued 
an order that the Prohibition law must 
be observed on or off duty hv his em- 
ployees under penalty of diseharcfe. 

Editors in general agree with Mr. 
Ford that a worker's efficiency is con- 
siderably lessened by indulgence in 
liquor, and that as one of the largest 
employers of labor. Mr. Ford is jus- 
tified in issuing such a drastic order. 

"The primary reason for the em- 
ployers" objection <o drinking by em- 
ployees perhaps, is that a workman 
under the influence of liquor in shop 
or factory is a menace to the safety 
to his fellow workmen," says "The 
American Issue." "Fire hazard, ac- 
cident hazard to machinery, are en- 
hanced by his presence, his frequent 
loss of time has a tendency to demor- 
alize the morale of the organization. 
Thus it is not surprising that "manu- 
facturers and business men are almost 
universally in favor of the total' Pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic. ' 

FITTING PUNISHMENT 



An American judge recently tried 
a case where a man was accused of 
abusing a horse and of keeping it in 
a peculiarly filthy stall. The Judge, 
as a fit and proper punishment, or 
dered that the man sleep in the stall, 
and the horse be turned out to pas- 
ture. This worked a cure. And ice 
men who gave short weight were sen- 
tenced to deliver ice free for the rest 
of the summer lo (he customers they 
had defrauded. And milkmen, who 
had peddled skim milk instead of 
whole milk, were ordered to deliver 
free cream. This seems to be a good 
idea and is probably capable of much 
wider application, w

I hey arc ihe men that keep the 
boa I going." which is just the simple 
trnl h. Obscure, unknown, \ ignored, 
they go on with, their job, and if we 
arrive at our destination we owe the 
fact as much to them as any one. 

It is so, too, with our poor old 
world. It ambles along, its courses 
a bit erratic, its speeds various, but 
still it goes, and is kept going by the 
humble folk, sweating and toiling in 
the "engine tooiu." and laboring in 
the factories, delving in the mines, 
cleaning the streets, maintaining com- 
munications, whilst "they keep the 
boat going" there's hope for us all.

He will be waiting 
at the gates of Heaven to welcome 
us." Recalling that Lawley ever 
was concerned and watchful for re- 
turning wanderers from the Sav- 
iour's flock, the General hroke off 
to say, if any penitent backslider 
were present, he hoped the present 
occasion would be used; and hardly 
were these words spoken before a 
man, plunging from the forefront 
of the crowd, toielt on the clay with 
head bowed on the stone placed 
ready to cover the open tomb. 

Deeply impressive was the com- 
mittal service. "As it has pleased 
Almighty God." said the General. 
"To promote our deaT Comrade, 
Commissioner John Lawley, from 
bis place as an Officer in The Sal- 
ration Army to the Mansion pre- 
pared for him a'bove. we now com- 
mit his body to the grave, eaTth to 
earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust, 
in the sure and certain hope " 

Here the General turned to the 
bereaved wife and emphatically ex- 
claimed: "In the sure and certain 
hope. Mrs. Lawley." Then he re- 
sumed :"of seeing him again on the 
■Resurrection Morning. God bless 
and comfort all (he bereaved ones! 
God help us who arc left to be 
faithful unto death! God bless The 
Salvation Army!" "Amen!" from 
the crowd, 

Finally, as friends were taking a 
last look at that which lay in the 
grave, the General exclaimed, with 
a ring of triumph in his voice: 

"Lawley is not dead. He is no 
more dead than his Master. He is 
alive for ever more."
